Commerce of New Orleans. — The great 
care and exactness, with which commercial 
statistics are collected, registered, and publish- 
ed at N ew Orleans, furnish ample means of as- 
certaining the progress or decline of the trade of 
that most important market and shipping port. 
Availing themselves of the facilities afforded by 
the official collection of the details of imports to 
that port and exports from it, the leading com- 
mercial journals of that city present annually on 
the 31st of August a review of the trade and busi- 
of the city for the year ending on that 
day. We have before us the N. O. Commercial 
Bulletin of the 1st inst., in which we find such 
a review of the transactions in trade for the last 
year. It is a very elaborate article, covering 
one entire page of the paper. 

It is not our purpose to enter into the details 
of this very luminous exposition of the trade of 
New Orleans. We simply propose to present to 
our readers some of the salient points that press 
themselves on the notice of the investigators of 
the present condition and future prospects 
of the commerce of the Crescent City. The 
Bulletin tells us that the past year has been 
one of great commercial disaster to New Or- 
leans — that it was marked "in its progress by a 
greater number of suspensions in business, in- 
cluding many houses of extensive connections, 
and who previously possessed a high degree of 
credit, than has been known for many years, by 
an extraordinary derangement of monetary af- 
fairs, and decreased facilities in all financial 
matters; by a loss of commercial confidence; and 
by general disappointment with regard to the 
results of apparently judicious investments. 
These unfavorable features were, however, 
principally confined to the early part of the 
year, the last two quarters having exhibited 
fewer disasteis, in consequence of an increased 
abundance of money caused by restricted 
operations, and the limited scope given to com- 
mercial enterprise. They have also been re- 
lieved by the fortunate results of the trade in 
our leading staple, which, as will be seen by the 
details below, has exhibited a steady upward 
tendency from last December until within the last 
six or eight weeks. The high prices realized, 
moreover, for several articles of our trade, in- 
cluding breadstuffs and provisions, have compen- 
sated to some extent for their deficient quanti- 
ties. Taking, nevertheless, a general view of 
the city trade, we find it marked by unusual dull- 
ness nearly throughout the seas.m, the demand 
having been curtailed by the same causes which 
hare diminished receipts, the difficulty of com- 
munication with the interior, in consequence of 
the low stage of water in the Southern tribu- 
taries of the Mississippi and the Alabama 
rivers." 

In Cotton, the leading article of New Orleans 
trade, it appears that the sales of the year com- 
prise 1.277,500 bales against 1,405,000 in 1853- 
'J4; the entire receipts being 1,284,700 against 
1,440,000, and the exports 1,272,500 against 1,- 
428,200. The receipts show a falling off com- 
pared with the year previous of 131,000 bales, 
which is attributed to the prevalence of low 
water in the Arkansas and Red rivers and their 
tributaries. We present the following table 
taken from the review. It shows the general 
import of cotton into Great Britain from 1850 
to 1854 each inclusive, with the stock remaining 
over at the close of each year, and the quantity 
taken for export and home consumption 
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tion was greater than in any previous year, ex- 
ceeding that of 1852, which was then the largest 
on record, 37,727 bales, and showing an excess 
of 94,817 bales when compared with 1853. We 
also see a reduction in the amount of stock of 
93,130 bales compared with 1853 and 13,070 
with 1852. If such be the wants of Great 
Britain during a disastrous and expensive war, 
it may well be conjectured, that, with the return 
of peace and the consequent stimulus to all her 
industrial movements, she will require a much 
;arger supply of the staple than we have hith- 
erto furnished. 

By an inspection of this table, it will be per- 
ceived, that, while the import of Brazilian cot- 
ton is on the decline, and that of Indian remains 
stationary, the import of American into Great 
Britain is steadily increasing. And there can 
be no doubt, that, with a well-devised and com- 
plete system of railroads penetrating the interior 
from New Orleans as a centre to aid the slave 
labor of the South, American cotten would be 
independent of and above all rivalry. 

Sugar, the second staple article of the South, 
has in the past year diminished in the quantity 
and increased in price. The quantity of sugar 
produced last year was 346,635 hogsheads 
against 449,324 the year previous. The follow- 
ing table will show the number of hogsheads 
produced in the past six years: 

Year*. 
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The diminution in the sugar crop of the past 
year is attributed to the damage done by co- 
pious rains that occurred in September and Oc- 
tober last, which had the effect to lessen the 



quantity of saccharine matter in the cane. The 
crop of last year was the product of 1,338 su- 
gar-houses, of which 948 were worked by steam 
and 390 by horse-power. It appears that on very 
many plantations the planters are abandoning 
the production of cane and substituting cotton. 
It is found that small planters with limited 
means who use horse-power cannot successfully 
compete with their more fortunate neighbors of 
ample means who use steam-power and own 
large estates. In 1853 there were 562 sugar- 
houses worked by horse-power, and in 1855 only 
481, a decrease for the two years of 81, or near- 
ly 15 per cent, in number. On the other hand, 
there had been an increase during the same pe- 
riod of 42 worked by steam-power. During 
the past year it appears that the substitution of 
cotton for cane has gone on to an increased ex- 
tent, and that there has not only been a decrease 
of 91 in the number of sugar-houses worked by 
horse-power, viz: 390 against 481, but also of 
8 in those by steam — 948 against 956. Many of 
these changes have been in the interior parishes 
where planters are often preveuted by low water 
in the tributaries of the Mississippi from mov- 
ing their crops to market, when the demand is 
most active and prices are most remunerative. 
The price of sugar has appreciated in a much 
greater ratio that reduction in quantity. The 
Bulletin says: 

At the beginning of December, Fair ruled at 3H@lc, and, 
affer some slight fluctuation*, suffering a material depression 
in the interim from the dificuity of negotiating exchange and 
stringency of the money market, it*unk to3H@3«io in Janu- 
ary, which was the lowest point of the season, but subsequent- 
ly rallied again, and commanded 3H®4o. From this period 
the general tendency of prices was upward. In March. Fair 
ro*eto4j*-@4Kc, inAprilto5K(a>5*,. in Kay to 5J»(<a6H, in 
June to5K(g>5H. and in July to 3H@5j*; During the past 
nouth, owing to reduced supplies and a continued fair de- 
mand, prices have still more rapidly advaaeed— Fair rising to 
5v.(g,6!»c by the 4th, to 6jf by the 11th. to7*®7K bv the 
lSth, to 7«@8 by the 25th, and to &@Sx during the past week. 

The present high price of sugar i3 unques- 
tionably predicated upon the belief that the in- 
coming crop will be a short one The ac- 
counts from the sugar region are conflicting, 
but in the main the indications are unfavorable 
to the growing crop. Some, who apprehend a 
short crop, base their opinion on an admitted de- 
ficiency of plant cane, the backwardness of the 
growth, and the general appearance of the fields 
in most parts of the parishes. 

The movement in tobaeco in New Orleans 
will be teen from the following statement:

From these figures it will be seen that there 
has been a decrease of 10,000 hhds in the sales, 
an increase of 4,550 hhds in the receipts, and of 
11,000 in the exports. In comparing the ex- 
ports with last year's they exhibit an 
increase to Great Britain of 1,400 hhds, to 
France of 5,700 hhds, a decrease to the North 
of Europe of 4,700, an increase to the Spanish, 
Italian, and other foreign ports of 6,000, and 
otherwise of 2,600, making the net increase 
11,000 hhhs. 

In pork, although there has been an increase in 
the receipts as compared with last year, there 
has been a decrease compared with the pre- 
vious year. Prices have fluctuated, but, as a 
general thing, they have steadily advanced. In 
January, sales of old were made at $:1 75, 
which was the lowest point of the season. At 
this time the stock at the inspection warehouses 
comprised 5,275 bbls, mostly old, and the market 
took a favorable turn. Mess advanced in Janu- 
ary to $13 50@$13 75, but subsequently re- 
ceded 50c per bbl. In March buyers came 
forward with renewed spirit, and mess advanced 
to $14 25@$14 50, since which it has exhibited 
an almost uninterrupted upward tendency, 
rising in April to $16@$16 50, in May to 
$16 50@$17, in June to $17@$17 2o, in July to 
$18, and during the past month to $19@$20, 
closing at the outside figures. In connection 
with this sketch of the course of prices, we an- 
nex a table showing the monthly receipts and 
exports compared with those of 1853-4 and 
1852-3.

In the various staples of lard, beef, hemp, 

&c., nothing occurred during the year particu- 
larly remarkable, and we shall pass them over 
without further comment. 

The trade in lead, once so active and so im- 
portant, seems to have declined; indeed it may 
be said to have passed away from New Or- 
leans. Speaking of it, the Bulletin says: 

The receipts of lead are less thsn at any time lince the 
opening of the I'pper Misiissippi mines, comprising only 70 - 
UO0 pigs, against 74,300 last year, 210,510 in If 62- 3, 260 NO i'n 
1851--2, 329,000 in 1850-'l. 415.000 in 1348- '50, WiW in 
1S48--9, 607,000 in 1847- 8, 650,000 in 1846-7, 785,000 in i«45 - '6 
and an average of 570,000 for the five preceding years In 
fact the trade may ba regarded a* haying termiaated, at least 
so far as it is regarded a* furnUhing the element* of a mar- 
ket. The reduced production of the mine*, caused by a witii- 
dra val of mining labor to other pursuit*, and the increased 
demand at the West for manufacturing purposes, loaves little 
or no »urplu» for «hipment, and a consiuerable portion of our 
limited receipts have consisted of purchases made in the West 
by Northern manufacturers for their own consumption. We 
lave even feen cake lead from Mexico shipped up the Mis- 
sissippi. 

New Orleans presents a signal instance illus- 
trative of the fact that the uncertain navigation 
of rivers which are liable to periodical obstruc- 
tions from dought and ice will not do to rely 
on as avenues of commerce. Trade, that de- 
pends upon these uncertain channels, is ever li- 
able to be diverted by the construction of rail- 
roads. New Orleans has suffered much by such 
diversion. She once possessed the profits of 
the entire trade of the Mississippi valley. Now 
the larger share of that trade and its corres- 
ponding profits pass into the hands of the mer- 
chants and factors of the Eastern cities, and 
New Orleans declines in business, in population, 
and in wealth. We are informed by the Bulle- 
tin, that notwithstanding the erection during the 
year just past of fewer warehouses and other 
public buildings than in any former years, the 



supply of untenanted houses considerably ex- 
ceeds the demand, showing that population is 
on the decrease. The withdrawals from busi- 
ness are said to be greater than the accessions 
of new firms, thus indicating in a very unequiv- 
ocal manner the decline of business. In times 
past, New Orleans had more than her fair pro- 
portion of the Western trade, and the diver- 
sion that is now going on is nothing but the 
legitimate effects of the efforts that have been 
made to cause commerce to flow on its appro- 
priate parallels of latitude. It was unnatural 
that the lead, mined in Illinois and Wisconsin, 
should find its way to New York through New 
Orleans. It now goes East on railways and by 
the Lakes and canals more economically than 
it did on its circuitous route via the Mississippi 
and the sea. Other articles that are produced 
on the Upper Mississippi will seek the same 
route to the great marts on the sea coast. The 
reviewer in the Bulletin in treating the subject of 
the declining trade of New Orleans says: 

With regard to the Western trade, we see such apathy on the 
part of our own citizens, while at the same time the ulantic 
cities are engaging in the competition for it with increased 
means and energy, that we aim st despair of retaining even 
thatportion of it to which we are fairly entitled by our ■ si- 
tion. and which, with more capital aud greater enterprise, 
we could exclusively command. To illustrate this, it is only 
necessary to refer to the course pur»ued at the North in relation 
to the incoming cereal crops, which promise *uch abundant 
return*. Having all ready the facilities of canals and rail- 
road* extending to the remote West, and acting in harmony fee 
their great purpose of diverting from the Southern market* the 
\1 estern trade, their merchants might rest contented with their 
apparently superior resources, and await the regular course of 
trade to bring the rich harvests of the West to their wharves 
But not satisfied with the advantages thoy already posse**, with 
the.-e material facilities, and their usual abundant supply of 
capital and banking facilities for the moTement of the crop 
they are stimulating it* progress by an increased expansion of 
currency, to be employed in liberal advances to the Western 
trade. Thus, some weeks ago the New York press chronicled 
the negotiations pending for tie use of large amount* of New 
England currency to be used for the purpose, and now wo are 
informed by one of their leading commercial organs, that ow- 
ing to the demand at the West for curreney, for the purpose 
referred to, large amounts of the notes of the New England 
banks had been "arranged for" and transmitted to the West, 
in the place of coin— that this operation had enabled their in- 
stitutions to re-issue the circulation which had been returned to 
them during the bank contraction • f last winter— and that in 
consequence of thesesupplies of currency the balances at the 
credit of Western banks and bankers in New York had not 
been drawn for as had been expected, but on the contrary »ere 
increasing; and that hence it was evident that the crops would

The use of these money facilities by the peo- 
ple of the Northern cities to extend and promote 
their trade with the West is perfectly fair and 
legitimate, and it would be equally fair and 
proper for the people of New Orleans to endea- 
vor to counteract the movement by a like ex- 
tension of pecuniary facilities. If this is not 
done, they must be content to see the sceptre of 
commerce pass from their hands to be grasped 
by more vigorous and more enterprising rivals. 
Heretofore New Orleans has been the chief ex- 
porting city, while New York has held the su- 
premacy in imports, but it is evident that this 
latter city is striving to become mistress of 
both the export and import trade of the nation. 
We confess that we do not desire to see such a 
consummation. New York has now too much 
political weight in the Union, and the further 
concentration of commercial and political power 
in that city and State would be dangerous by 
diminishing the stability of our government. 
Diffusion of wealth, diffusion of political pow- 
er, and diffusion of commerce, are what is de- 
siderable. We do not desire to see any great 
metropolitan city grow up with its millions of 
citizens, who with wealth, pride, and power, 
might in process of time aspire to control the 
nation and give the law to the whole land.

Interesting from thi Rio 
the arrival of the steamer Nautilus at New Or- 
leans, we have Brownsville dates to the 5th inst. 
Among the passengers by the Nautilus is Gen! 
Woll, late Governor of Tamaulipas. He left 
Matamoras on the 8th or 9tb, stating to his 
friends that he would not acknewledge the new 
Government, and could not remain any longer. 
He turned over the command to Gen. Castro, 
who, it was supposed, would pronounce in favor 
of the plan of Ayutla at once. He has about 
1,800 men under his command. 

On the 4th, Gen. Woll published a manifesto 
to his troops, announcing the resignation of 
Santa Anna, and stating that they would obey 
the orders of any Government which 
formed by the nation. He was i 
Brownsville to Point Isabel, by ten U. S. Dra- 
goons, under command of Lieut Pelouze. 

The Brownsville Flag, of the 1st, publishes 
oflkial documents from which it appears that 
Vidauri has declared Gutian's plan null and void, 
and requests him to lay down his arms and turn 
over all the public moneys to the proper author- 
ities, and that he will send a detachment of his 
troops to attend to affairs, as he wishes to have 
unity of action among the different States, other- 
wise he will give him no aid. 

The following items came on a slip from the 
Flag oflice, dated the 4th inst: 

The latest news we have of the revolution on 
the frontier is, that on the 30th ult a battle was 
fought between the Federal, commanded by 
Guadalupe Garcia and Miguel Tijerin, and a 
detachment composed of one hundred and forty 
Government troops under the command of Pe- 
dro Quintero, who was mortally wounded and 
has since died. 

His command was surrounded, when they sur- 
rendered, having lost some thirty or fortv in 
killed and wounded. 3 3 

The Federals had ten killed and seven wound- 
ed. 

The action toop place in the vicinity of Rey- 
nosa. 

Among the prisoners taken were several offi- 
cers, who had formerly belonged to the Fede- 
rals, but had deserted them after they came in 
possession of the necessary information which 
Woll was anxious to possess. They were im- 
mediately tried as spies and ordered to be 
shot. 

The Galveston News has the following: 
Gen. Woll came passenger on the Nautilus, 
having quietly evacuated his stronghold, Mata- 
amoras. He did not bring Donna Lucinda with 
him, as the Brownsville Flag advised. 

We presume some of the leading men of Mat- 
amoras would pronounce immdiately after Woll'3 
departure. 

Capt. Duncan, who is a passenger by the 
Nautilus, informs us that Zacatecas had adop- 
ted Vidauri's plan, and that an officer whom he 
had despatched to Gen. Gutian, had received 
the acquiescence of that General, and the arms 
and public monies had been duly turned over. 

Vidauri's plan differs from that of Alvarez, 
in proposing a liberal tariff, and in placing the 
affairs of the Governmeni in the hands of civil- 
ians. 

It was stated that Vidauii had sent a message 
to Woll, informing him that, as it was useless to 
prolong the contest after Santa Anna's flight, 
the revolutionists would show no mercy to those 
of Woll's detachment who might afterwards fall 
into their hands. 

We learn that in the engagements referred to 
above, one hundred men were reported to have 
been sho* by the Federalists. They were a 
part of Woll's forces and had been sent by ] 
to levy contribution on a little t 
leynosa. 

Three of the Mexican States, viz: Zacatecas, 
Coahuila, and Nuero Leon, have pronounced 
for Vidauri's plan. Tamaulipas will follow, 
and then it remains to be seen whether he or 
Alvarez will take the leed in national affairs. 

In speaking of the revolution and the present 
state of the country, the Brownsville Flag 
says: 

Rumor has it that Vidavri and Alvarez are 
wrangling to see which of them shall be Presi- 
dent, but it seems strange that men of such in- 
telligence, energy, and capacity, as Alvaiez and 
Vidauri have proved themselves to possess, 
would hazard the nationality of their common 
country, and create, as some say, rather than 
submit, separate republics. 

Gen. Woll caused two deserters from his ar 
my to be shot a short time before his flight. 

A Great Railroad Scheme. — The New 
York Herald has the following in its money 
article: 

The Hannibal and St. Joseph line «f road 
projected across the State of Missouri, from the 
Mississippi river at Hannibal, where it will con- 
nect with the great network of Illinois roads to 
the Missouri at St. Joseph, has been taken hold 
of by a party of Boston capitalists, consisting of 
R. B. Forbes, John M. Forbes, John E. Thayer, 
H. H. Hunuewell, and Thomas B. Curtis. The 
work has a government grant of 600,000 acres 
selected lands, and a stock subscription of $1,- 
000,000. The local and other individual sub- 
scriptions to the stock are stated at $1,600,000. 
Length of the road 200 miles. Estimated cost 
not to exceed $6,000,000. The loans of the 
concern, about one-half the cost, will be based 
upon its lands, which, at $5 the acre, would re- 
imburse the bonds, or at $8 an acre, leave $1,- 
900,000 surplus, or at $10 an acre, leave a sur- 
plus of $3,100,000. 



The Grand Lodge.— Tl 
of the 20th says: 

The Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows of the (fri- 
ted States continued in session through the day 
yesterday, with the exception of a short recess 
for luncu. The constitution w;<s under discus- 
sion, and several amendments offered last year, 
to give the larger jurisdictions increased repre- 
sentation in the Grand Lodge of the United States 
were rejected. 

During the morning session resolutions were 
adopted expressive of the feeliugs of the body 
in reference to the sad state of affairs which is 
now prevalent at Norfolk and Portsmoath, and 
generously devoting $300 for the relief of the 
sufferers. Last evening the represensatives at- 
tended the grand levee at the Egyptian Saloon, 
where, we learn, everything passed off in the 
most agreeable manner. 

Braithwaite s Retrospect. 

TJRAITHWAIT1S Retrospect of Practical Med 
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Horrible Attempt at Murder. — The Rev. 
George Tucker, on Sunday week, with his son 
and daughter, were going to church in Clayton, 
Conn. In passing the house of a Captain Har- 
vey, this man fired deliberately, first at Miss 
Tucker, and as Mr. Tucker turned to see the 
cause of the firing, he received the contents of 
* second barrel of a shot-gun in his face. It 
would appear that in turning round he fortu- 
nately escaped the bulk of the charge, which 
struck against the wall on the opposite side of 
the lane. Miss Tucker's escape amounts almost 
to a miracle, as the assassin must have fired 
point blank at her head. The charge entered 
the poll of her bonnet, making a hole about the 
size of an orange, carried away the comb in her 
hair, and lodged in the wall on the opposite side; 
not a shot touched her. Hopes are entertained 
of Mr. Tucker's recovery. No cause whatever 
can be assigned for this horrible outrage. Har- 
vey was arrested and committed for trial. 



(J^The Washington Star has a letter from a 
member of the Camel Expedition to Tunis, 
which states that the store-ship Supply has 
reached Tunis, and the officers have been pre- 
sented to the Bey, who has presented the Uni- 
ted States with a pair of camels. The Supply 
took on board a beautiful block of marble from 
the ruins of Carthage for the Washington Mon- 
ument. The block is of variegated marble, 
and was cut from one of the columns of the at- 
tributed temple of Esculapius, and bears on its 
front face an excellent representation of the 
arms of Carthage, in Mosaic, in jaune antique 
on a black ground, with the word "Carthage," 
and the legend — Presented by David Porter 
Heap, July 4, 1855, surrounded by a wreath of 
qkve leaves in verd antique on the exergue. 



The Future Course of the Money Mar- 
ket. — We copy the following article from the 
Liverpool Times of September 8th. Apprehen- 
sions have been expressed that a continuance of 
the European war might result in a pressure in 
the English money market. It will be seen that 
the able writer of the money articles of the Lon- 
don Times, who is considered very high author- 
ity, takes a different view of the matter, and 
relies with confidecce upon a satisfactory posi- 
tion of moneyed affairs: 

The directors of the Bank of England have 
advai ced the rate of discount from 3£ per cent., 
at which it stood since the 15th of June, to 4 p'r 
cent. The discount houses, following in the 
same course, have given notice of an increase in 
the rate of allowance for money on call to 3£ 
per cent. The Bank of England rate for ad- 
vances on Government securities during the 
shutting of the transfer books has betn raised 
simultaneously with the rate of discount, and 
will now be 3i instead of 3. The city writer in 
the London Times of yesterday upon this sub- 
ject says: 

From the movements of specie and the de- 
mand for discount during the past ten days it is 
believed the next two or three weekly returns of 
the bank will fully confirm its necessity. At 
the same time there is reason to rely that the 
present advance will prove sufficient, and that 
no further material change or disturbance of the 
money market need be apprehended. Many in- 
fluences are in prospect to keep up a demand for 
money and to call for watchfulness, but those 
on the opposite side are equally numerous. The 
remittance of ±'4,000.000 for the balance of the 
Turkish loan, which is required within a period 
of little over five months, is one of the chief 
elements to be estimated, but the probability is 
that before the last instalments are completed 
the sums transmitted for the first will be in 
course of rapid return for military and other 
supplies sent from this country. In a similar 
degree the i ealizations of a lar f e portion of the 
share of the French loans subscribed in London 
will be likely at an early period to counterbal- 
ance the future payments on that whicn will re- 
main. With regard to the instalments on the home 
loan, betweeu this and Dec. of £0,408,000 their 
effect on the money market is, of course, re 
presented simply by the weekly total of about 
.£100.000 dispatched to the army and navy, and 
the large extent to which the importation of 
foreign produce is carried, to be worked up 
into materials of war. Among the permanent 
causes of derangement, the latter is the most 
serious, but it is, perhaps, not incorrect to as- 
sume that it will be more than met by the pro 
fits of trade under the continued stimulus of the 
gold production in California and Australia. In 
relation to the harvest, there can now, on the 
whole, be no question of its generally satisfac- 
tory character, and although, if present prices 
are maintained, America will certainly, for some 
time to come, send us wheat instead of gold, 
the consequence of such arrivals may be to 
cause a large export to the continent, which will 
act favorably on the French and German ex- 
changes. Looking at all these circumstances, 
combined wtth the knowledge that so long as 
they continue they check the usual effl'ix of 
British capital for doubtful foreign schemes 
and also that while any gold is left in Russia it 
must continue to flow to Western Europe, com- 
plete confidence may be entertainea that the 
present steady course of trade will be upheld, 
and that while we are not likely within the next 
few months to have any experience of cheap 
money ,we may feel almost equaliy secure against 
any in

Affrays in Arkansas. — A serious difficulty oc- 
curred at Paraclifta on Monday, the 20th ult., 
between Mr. Dillahunty and Mr. Weems 
Bowie-knives were used, and Dillahunty was 
severely but not dangerously wounded. Later 
in the day, at the same place, another difficulty 
took place between Peyton N. Davis and B. C. 
Parker, and ultimately involved a young man 
named Joseph J. Taaffe, who was shot by Da- 
vis. The ball took effect in or near Taaffe's 
shoulder, and, although the wound is consid- 
ered dangerous, hopes are entertained of his 
recovery. Davis and Parker fired several shots 
at each other, none of which took effect. Mr. 
Taaffe recently graduated at the Lebanon law 
school. Later accounts say he was shot acci- 
dentally, while running across the street. 

2^-Col. Hays, the mail agent, recently ar- 
rested the postmaster at Lion's Bend, in Sevier 
county, Ark., on suspicion of abstracting mo- 
ney from the mails. The proof against him is 
positive. 

Heavy Fall of Wheat.— The Richmond En- 
quirer states that, on the morning of the 18th 
inst, the fifth floor of the large seven story 
warehouse near the flour mills ef the Messrs 
Haxall, on James river in that city, gave way 
under the weight of wheat which had been 
stored therein, carrying with it the remaining 
floors, all loaded with wheat. As much proba- 
bly as 20,000 bushels of wheat fell amidst a 
heavy mass of broken timbers, directly upon 
the water wheels of the upper mill, crushing 
the main wheel into atoms, and injuring two 
other wheels. The Messrs. Haxall lose from 
$10,000 to $20,000 by this catastrophe. 

Important Suit— Heavy Verdict against the 
Harlem Railroad Company.— In the court of 
common pleas, this morning, before Judge In- 
graham, the trial was had of a suit brought by 
Mr. James M. Drake, and another Wall street 
broker, against the Harlem Railroad Company 
to recover $25,000, being an amount advanced 
on shares of stock presented in a business way 
by Alexander Kyle, late secretary and transfer 
clerk of the company. These shares were a 
part of the fraudulent stock, the history of 
which is well known. A verdict was returned 
for the full amount with interest — making in all 
$27,153 47, beside an allowance of 1 per cent, 
to counsel.— N. Y. Commercial. 

Mr. Dow Cares. — It is rumored that the mayor 
has determined to make no further special effort 
to enforce the liquor law in this city; that he 
says the people voted for rum, and now they 
may have it. We understand also that, in ac- 
cordance with this determination, the police 
stationed at the Atlantic wharf to watch for 
liquor on the arrival of the Boston boats have 
been withdrawn. We do not vouch for the ru- 
mor, but it comes to us from good authority.

United States Circuit Court— The Patent Reap- 
er Case. — This great case, involving the validity 
of the McCormick and Manny patents, came up 
for hearing before their honors, Judge McLean 
and Judge Drummond, of the district court of 
Illinois. It was adjourned to this city for hear- 
ing by the circuit court of the State. The tes- 
timony is very voluminous, and the exhibits (as 
the lawyers call them) very ponderous and nu- 
merous. The entire machines of both the par- 
tie? are put up for inspection in the court-room 
and occupy the whole front of the room. Dis- 
tinguished counsel are here from abroad to rep- 
resent both sides of the case. Hon. Reve; dy 
Johnson, Mr. Dickinson, of New York, with 
Mr. Arnold, of Illinois, represent the complain- 
ant; and Messrs. Stanton, of Pittsburg, Harding, 
of Philadelphia, Lincoln, of Illinois, and R. 
M. Corwin, of this city, appear for the defend- 
ants. It will occupy some days, and will at- 
tract, as its great importance deserves, a large 
share of public attention. — Cin. Gazette. 

Tobacco Barns Burned. — We learn that Mr. 
Geo. A. Washington had a fine barn burned, 
last Sunday, containing about 30,000 lbs. of to- 
bacco. It is supposed to have been struck by 
lightning. Mr. Eddinton, Mr. A. Duerson, and 
Mr. Williams, all of this county, have each had 
a barn burned. We have not been able to learn 
any particulars. — Elkton (Ky.) Banner. 

A negro woman was killed in Williamson 
county, about a quarter of a mile from Beach's 
tavern, on Wednesday last, by Mrs. James 
Baolton. It appears that Mrs. B., exasperated 
by jealousy, whipped the woman, who belonged 
to her husband, scalded her, knocked her in the 
head with a spade, and finally hung her. We 
learn that Mrs. B. confesses to the killing, but 
avers that it was done in self-defence. She has 
been arrested, and the affair was to have under- 
gone a judicial examination yesterday. Our 
informant says that Mrs. B. is rather a good 
looking woman, and appears to be about thirty 
years of age. If the circumstances of the mur- 
der are such as stated to our informant, they are 
perhaps without a parallel in atrocity in the 
criminal annals of the State. For the sake of 
humanity, we hope they are misrepresented .

Trial of American Reaping and Mow- 
ing Machines in France. — We make the 
following extracts from an account of the trial 
of mowing and reaping machine under the di- 
rection of the jury at the Paris Universal Exposi- 
tion: 

[Translated from "Le Constitutionnel."] 

The second day of August having been ap- 

Sointed for the final trial of all the Reaping and 
lowing Machines in the Exposition, it accor 
dingly came off as expected. There were 10 
machines in the Exposition, 9 of them were 
sent out by the Imperial Commissioner to the 
place of trial, about forty miles distant. 
Stakes were driven into the ground, and ropes 
were drawn from stake to stake until the entire 
field of about 15 acres was surrounded. ITus 
was a field of an ordinary growth of oats, 
standing up well, and was divided, into lots or 
pieces of about an acre each, by swaths being 
cut through at a given distance parallel with 
each other; the pieces were numbered, and a 
machine allotted to each. 

At the beat of the drum, three machines star- 
ted off together — J. S. Wright's of Chicago, 111., 
managed by his agent, Mr. Jewell, Patrick Bell's 
machine, by Mr. Faurent, and a machine from 
Algiers. These machines were calculated to 
do their own raking by machinery. Wright's 
machine cut its piece in 24 minutes, Bell's in 66 
minutes, and the Algiers machine in 72 minutes. 

After the jurors had carefully noted the trial 
thus far, the signal was again given and off 
started three other machines — J. H. Manny's, 
of Rockford, 111., managed by his agent, Mr. 
Mabie, Bell's machine, by Croskill,; and a 
French one horse reaper. Bell's by Crosxill and 
the one-horse French reaper both failed to cut 
their pieces,'. while Manny's did its work in the 
most exquisite manner, not leaving a single stalk 
ungathered, ana it discharged the grain in a most 
perfect shape, as if placed by hand for the bind- 
ers. It finished its piece most gloriously. The 
jurors themselves could not restrain their ad- 
miration, but cried out — "Good!"" Well done!" 
The people applauded and hurrahed for "Man- 
ny's American Reaper — that's the machine." 
Again after the jury had taken further notes of 
the trial, the signal was given and three other 
machines started off on the contest: Hussey's 
reaper by Dray; McCormick's by McKenzie; 
and Bell's by Perry. Hussey's machine cut its 
piece in thirty minutes, McCormick's in twenty 
minutes, and Bell's failed to finish its piece. 
Hussey's machine did its work remarkably well, 
cutting clean and smoothly, and leaving the grain 
in the track of the machine in good condition 
for the binders. This machine was conceded 
to be too heavy and laborious for the team, and 
leaving the grain in the track of the machine 
was found to be an objection, as it iwceisarily 
needed to be bound and removed as fast as the 
machine did its work, in order that the machine 
could pass 'around a succeeding time; yet this 
reaper is unquestionably a good one, and may 
be used to great advantage, as it would likely 
prove durable, being very strongly made. 
McCormick's machine performed its work well, 
cutting a close and even swath, but the raker or 
attendant who performed the labor of dis- 
charging the grain seemed to be very much 
strained, being obliged to ride backward upon 
the machine at one end of the reel, having to 
reach fully across the entire width of the ma- 
chine with a long handled rake, 10 gather the 
grain and lay it off of the machine. The horses 
of this machine were much troubled by a strong 
lateral pressure against their shoulders, occas- 
sioned by the tongue of the machine. This 
reaper on the whole is much too cumbersome 
and heavy for two horses; however, it has pro- 
ven itself to be vastly superior to any of the in- 
ventions of the Old World, and from the fact 
of its great success heretofore, particularly at 
the London Exhibiton in 1851, it elicited a 
good deal of admiration and curiosity. The 
contest was now fairly narrowed down to 
Manny's, Wright's, and McCormick's; but on 
starting Wright's again broke down and left the 
struggle exclusively to the two machines — 
Manny's and McCormick's. 

The two machines were then to be changed 
in presence of the jurors from the capacity of 
reaping to that of mowing. Manny's made the 
change in one minute, McCormick ; s in twenty 
minutes with three men. Each machine made 
one cut through the field of grass and back, 
Manny's doing the best of the two. Then the 
change was made again for reaping, and in the 
same time] respectively as before; then both 
machines were taken into a wheat field. Man- 
ny's machine cut three swaths, and with an ease 
of action and perfection of work which fairly 
placed it far beyond any further competition, 
though McCormick's reaper cut two swaths, 
and in a workmanlike manner. Even if the two 
machines were equal as to t the quality of the 
work, yet it was observed that Manny's would 
have the advantage of being the most compact, 
less cumbersome, and of much less weight than 
McCormick's; and in Manny's there is no later- 
al pressure against the horses as by McCor- 
mick's; also of being much the lightest draft, 
and more easily adjusted to different heights of 
cutting and most easily convertible for the two 
purposes of reaping and mowing. This seemed 
to be the only machine against which there 
could be no objection urged. We could give no 
better evidence of the facts above than the fact 
that Mr. Mabie had upon the conclusion of the 
trial very large offers for the patents of the 
machine, two of which we heard: for France 
one offer was one hundred thousand francs, and 
one of one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
francs. We have since learned that arrange 
ments have been made for the manufacture of 
one thousand of these machines in this city to* 
the next harvest. The decision and report of 
the jury will not be published until the latter 
part of October; yet all the laurels, we are 
free to confess, have been gloriously won by 
Americans, and this achievement cannot be 
looked upon with indifference, as it but plainly 
foreshadows the ultimate destiny of the New 
World.

The Danish Sound Question. — Respecting 
this matter, the Paris correspondent of the N. 
Y. Commercial writes: 

A great deal has been said this week upon 
the Danish Sound question. It has been an- 
nounced, indeed, that Denmark had offered to 
join the alliance and furnish elective aid, if 
France and England would guaranty her pro- 
tection against the threatened proceedings of 
the United States. But it is considered im- 
probable that Denmark would assume a posi- 
tion of hostility to Russia at a moment when 
the allied fleets are withdrawing from the Bal- 
tic, and when she must be left exposed to the 
reprisals of her powerful neighbor. 

But there is another curious incident to be 
mentioned. The Constitutionnel of last Friday 
contained an article on the existing situation be- 
tween Denmark and the United State3. It laid 
down this dilemma : either American ships 
would be allowed to pass without paying the 
dues, and then ail nations would insist on en- 
joying the same advantages; or else American 
ships would be fired at and sunk, and war would 
ensue. The article concludes *Ith expressing 
the belief that the affa.r will be taken in hand 
by European diplomacy and by it be definitively 
settled. By "European diplomacy" is meant 
the Cabinets of France and England. This ar- 
ticle was written by Mr. P. Dubois, one of the 
amanuenses of the Emperor, and is supposed to 
have been intended as a feeler and as a warn- 
ing-

GREAT BATTLE with the INDIANS. 

EIGHTY TO ONE HUNDRED«1LLED— INDIANS COM- 
PLETELY ROUTED— ALL THE CAMP EQUIPAGE 
AND PBOVISIONS CAPTURED— AMERICAN 
TRIFLING. 

From the St. Louis Republican of this morning. 

St. Louis, Sept. 24 

Gen. Harney has signalized his advance into 
the Sioux country by one of the most gallant 
and complete victories ever achieved over an 
Indian enemy. The victory is so thorough as 
to strike terror into the whole of the savage 
tribes occupying that secluded section of coun- 
try. The battle took place on the 3d inst., at 
Sand Hills, on the north fork of the river Platte. 
The entire force of the United States troops 
who participated in the engagement was not over 
four huntired and fifty men. 

Maj. Cady was in command of five compa- 
nies of the Sixth infantry, Col. Cooke of .two 
companies of the Second dragoons, one compa- 
ny of infantry, and a company of artillery, the 
whole under the command of General Harney. 
The battle commenced early in the morning and 
continued several hours. Gen. Harney ordered 
Col. Cooke's command to place themselves 
some distance in advance of the infantry so as 
to come down with full force upon the enemy. 
These orders were successfully accomplished 
and about three o'clock in the morning the en- 
gagement was commenced by an attack on the 
part of the infantry, which drove the Indians in 
the direction of Col. Cooke's command, which 
being ready and eager for the fray, commenced 
a desperate attack and soon routed them. A 
running fight followed for some ten miles. At a 
point of rocks a portion of the Indians are said 
to have made a stand and to have fought with 
great desperation, but they were soon complete- 
ly routed having seventy or eighty men killed 
and fifty women and children taKen prisoners. 
They suffered also the loss of all their camp 
plunder, a large amount of dried buffalo meat, 
their lodges, arid fifty horses. The Indian wo- 
men it is said fought furiously. 

On the part of Gen. Harney's force, five or 
six were killed and as manv wounded. No offi- 
cers are reported among the killed. 

The Indians concerned in this battle were the 
Brule Sioux of the Platte, the same who some 
time since massacred Lieut. Grattan's command 
near Fort Laramie, the murderers of the mail 
party, and who have frequently defied the Uni- 
ted States troops to meet them in battle. 

Our letters speak of the battle as being a very 
gallant and well conducted affair. The war is 
not expected to end with this battle, and.we look 
for more details and stirring news daily.* 

Baltimore, Sept. 23. 
The steamboat North Carolina arrived to-day. 
She brings intelligence from Norfolk up to noon 
of Saturday. Nothing can be more appalling 
than the present aspect of affairs, and the 
weather has been so very unfavorable as to 
cause misgivings with regard to those who are 
sick. Dr. Ferguson, president of the Howard 
Association, died on Saturday morning. Tins 
fact adds greatly to the despondency of the peo- 
ple. Physicians say that the disease has lost 
none of its malignity. 

There were 40 interments on Thursday, 28 on 
Friday, and 30 on Saturday. 

Miss Wallace, from N. York, is doing well. 
At Fortsmouth on Thursday there were 
22 deaths, 25 deaths on Friday, and about 30 
on Saturday. 

Drs. Wallace of Baltimore and Ryser of Phil- 
adelphia are very ill. Drs. Asepel and Kenne- 
dy are convalescent. Mr. Reeside, an apothe- 
cary of Philadelphia, is also down with the fe- 
ver. Mr. Halliday, acting Mayor, was taken 
to the hospital yesterday. 

It is estimated that of 2,200 persons now in 
Portsmouth, 2,000 are either convalescent or 
sick. Acclimated nurses and physicians are 
much wanted, but the authorities hope no more 
will come from the North, who have not had 
the fever, to furnish fresh victims. The follow- 
ing is a list of the principal deaths that occur- 
red at Norfolk on the 21st: Mr. Bellman, organ- 
ist of the Catcholic church; Mrs. Seaman, a 
nurse from Richmond; Miss Thoroughgood;

NEWS BY THE BALTIC. 
Progres- of the War. — The bloody epi- 
sode of the fight of Traktir seems likely to 
have little effect on the course of events in the 
Crimea. The Russians have retired up thfir 
narrow and well fortified passes to the steep 
plateau, where, according to Gen. Simpson's la- 
test report, they are once more prepared for of- 
fensive movements. Attention is, therefore, 
again turned to the siege of Sebastopol. Little 
on which a judgment may be founded can be 
learned either from the dispatches of the Gene- 
rals or from the correspondence of letter-wri- 
ters before the city. 

To our previous knowledge that the besieg- 
ers' sap had approached very near to the Rus- 
sian defences, we now learn that the foremost 
parallel, which had been begun at the two ends, 
was completed and united in the middle on the 
18th of August. Since then a fortnight has 
passed, without much incident. General Simp- 
son mentions a small sortie in which the Rus- 
sians succeeded in destroying some gabions. 
For the rest — the daily life of the camp, its 
hardships and amusements, the death or leave 
of individual officers, fill both public and pri- 
vate letters. On the great preparations of the 
last ten weeks the hopes of the besiegers are 
fixed, and the fire that will open when the time 
comes will be unexampled in the history of 
warfare. 

"The cannonade of October last," says the 
Times, "was trifling to that of April; April was 
surpassed by the two days which preceded the 
capture of the Mamelon; but all will sink into 
insignificance with the iron tempest which will 
shortly be poured on the besieged city. The 
weight and range of the guns, the number and 
size of the mortars, the new positions of the bat- 
teries won by the steady progress which has 
marked the summer, will try the endurance of 
the Russians to the utmost. The great scale on 
which such a bombardment is carried on, and 
the preparations necessary for its execution, 
render the delays which precede it a matter of 
little surprise. In April, the Allies, threw 
agair st Sebastopol, in nine days, 550,000 shot 
and she!!. The cost of the British ammunition 
alone was 1300.000 sterling! Yet April is now 
looked back upon as a time when we underval- 
ued the enemy and did not know what Sebasto- 
pol was. 

"Even on ordinary days the Russians often 
throw 4.000 shot in the 24 hours, and 600 shells 
into only one part of the British position. What- 
ever the resources of the garrison, and the 
strength of the works at which they labor night 
and day. there can be no doubt that the ap- 
proaching struggle will determine the fate of 
Sebastopol, for the winter at least. No one can 
pretend to foretell the issue; all that is spoken 
of with ceriainty is, that the line-of-battle ships 
in the harbor will be destroyed, or at least driv- 
en from their position, so as to be made power- 
less against the assaulting troops. Whether the 
besiegers shall take the Malakoff— whether they 
can keep it— whether it will lead to the imme- 
diate capture of the town, or only to ulterior 
I -ucccs — are all matters of doubt. Should vic- 
tory not favor the besiegers' arms, they will 
probably be force* to wait in inactivity till ano- 
ther spring, when change of tactics may assure 
success. The besieging Generals have set all on 
the hazard of a doubtful struggle at a single 
point, and we must wait the result." 

The evils of a divided command are more and 
more felt. 1 he line from Baidar to Inkermann, 
a distance of twelve miles, is occupied by 
French, Sardinians, and Turks, with part of the 
English cavalry— each nationality under its own 
commander, and totally independent of all the 
others. Report speaks vaguely of a plan to 
unite the commands of all the troops on the 
Tchernaya in one hand. 

As six weeks, or at most two months, are the 
utmost limit that can be assured for active mili- 
tary operations, attention is turned to the means 
of supplying the armies during the coming win- 
ter. Mr. Bealty. civil engineer, has received 
orders to construct two new line' of railway; 
one from the Col de Balaklava to Kamiesch, to 
be worked by horse power, and the other from 
Kadekci to the Woronzoff Road (near the Sar- 
dinian position over the Tchergoun),to be work- 
ed by locomotive power. The labor of erecting 
these roads will be supplied by the French and 
Sardinians. Mr. Beatty believes that the origi- 
nal railway will last daring the winter, and 200 
men of the army works corps are now engaged 
in repairing. Stores and sheds are being erect- 
ed as rapidly as possible, and other preparations 
.4 or winter are going on with energy.

LATEST INTELLIGENCE. 

By Telegraph from London to Liverpool.

He gives a lamentable 
account of the general distress which prevails 
among the inhabitants of Odessa— and many 
hitherto opulent families, he says, are literally 
starving.

Damage to Sebastopol. — General Gortschakoff 
writes from Sebastopol that the fortifications 
hare greatly suffered, and that the garrison has 
experienced considerable losses. 

Writing on the 17th the Prince notices the

This ex- 
tract is from the Invalide Russe of Aug. 30. 

Great Fxreat Sebastopol. — The French Minis- 
ter of War has received a dispatch from Gen. 
Pelissier, dated the Crimea, the 6th inst., at 8 
o'clock, A. M., which contains the following 
intelligence: 

Oh the night of the 5th inst., a great fire took 
place. It was caused by the burning of the 
Russian two decker Marian, which was anchor- 
ed in the Bay of Sebastopol. 

The fire originated in the bursting of a shell 
discharged from the right attack. 

The brilliancy of the flames arising from the 
conflagration illuminated the whole of the al- 
lied camp. 

Great Britain. — In the affairs of Edward Ol- 
iver, the petitioning creditor has failed to estab- 
lish his case, consequently Mr. Oliver is not a 
bankrupt. Private statements mention that 
there is a sum of nearly £100,000 almost ready 
for division on the estate. 

Fergus O'Connor, the noted chartist has just 
died, aged 59. For some time past he was un- 
der the care of his sister, having been removed 
from a lunatic asylum. He did not recover his 
intellect, but died a complete wreck. 

London papers contain severe editorials on the 
carelessness of the Meets. The maintenance of 
the Baltic fleet alone called for £30,000 sterling 
per day. 

An ingenious trick has just come to light in 
the Liverpool corn market. At this season the 
grain dealers keep a watchful eye on the barom- 
eter, and for some time past it has been noticed 
that the barometer in the Liverpool Exchange 
rooms, has (mostly on market days) indicated 
approaching storms, and consequently higher 
prices. A watch was set, and a speculator was 
detected in the ac' of tampering with the indi- 
cator. Now the instrument is secured with a 
bar and padlock.

The latter sunk 
immediately; she was bound from Chicago to 
O.-wego, and had a cargo of 17,000 bushels of 
corn. The crew were saved. She was owned 
in Oswago. 

Baltimore, Sept. 22. 
There is no boat from Norfolk (his evening. 
The latest intelligence, via Richmond, is to yes- 
terday afternoon. There was then no diminu- 
tion in the fever. Mr. Ferguson, President of 
the Howard Association, was still very ill. 

[Corrnpondence of the Petersburg Express.] 

Portsmouth, Sept. 17. 

The damp and cloudy weather of the last 
three days has produced quite a number of new 
cases, and I fear an increased number of deaths 
towards the end of the week. 

Our heaviest mortality has always been pre- 
ceded some five or seven days by just such a 
spell of weather as we now have. 

The destitution in our town is beyond calcu- 
lation, and not only is it so in town, but the 
refugees in the woods and the residents in the 
surrounding country are sadly in want of pro- 
visions. We are compelled every day to send 
cart-loads of the necessaries of life for distribu- 
tion to save them from starvation. 

This state of things is particularly the case in 
the neighborhood where the oystermen reside, 
their business being entirely cut off, and, as they 
produce no articles of provisions, unless aid be 
extended them they must die of famine. 

Immense numbers of families are being daily 
supplied at our relief store; numbers go away 
empty, because it is impossible to wait on the 
crowd that throng the store. 

The demands upon us for relief are now such 
as to call for additional contributions from our 
sympathizing friends, far and wide. 

Besides the provisions that are furnished at 
the relief store, there are daily a large number 
of physicians' orders for chickens, porter, wine, 
arrow root, &c, which are required for the 
sick and those who are convalescing. Each or- 
der sent to the store calls for articles worth 
from three to fifteen dollars. 

There are now but about 250 men at work in 
the navy-yard; when the fever began there 
were 1,650 on the roll. GOSPORT.
